Foreword 

It would be impossible, in two hours’ time, even to begin to show all the 
little streams and rivulets that have run together to make up the great river 
of the American folk dance. 

For our square dance is a “folk” dance if anything ever was. It has been 
wrought by amateurs out of materials that did not develop in the pages of 
books, but in the laughing hearts and dancing feet of men. It has not used 
the classical music of the great composers, but the even more classical music 
of the folk song and the ballad. It has moved with the times, adjusting itself 
to each change of custom, of musical taste, of transportation, and, finally, 
of means for the amplification of sound. It is very probably the biggest and 
truest folk activity in America today, affecting the largest and most diver¬ 
sified group of people, with the greatest age range. 

This tremendous thing is made of hundreds of contributions of past 
times, past places, past ethnic groups. We shall attempt to show you a very 
few — a sort of skeleton showing just the big bones. Remember that there 
are many, many smaller ones. We have been limited also by the fact that 
this little study is being presented by real square dancers, not professional 
exhibition groups. They are the people who were naturally coming to the 
convention. As we wanted the dances to be done by dancers from the areas 
from which the dances came, we have had to take them where we could find 
them. Their cooperation has been beautiful. 

They represent all of you; so, while you sit quietly in your seats, may 
your excited minds and hearts be down on the floor trying out these precious 
old things your fellow-dancers are doing. Our secret hope is that you will 
take them home, dust them off, and try them with your feet as well. 

NARRATOR FOR FESTIVAL-PAGEANT—Chuck Jones, Hollywood, Calif. 
Chuck is a great folk-artist in his own field and an inspired amateur in 
the field of square dancing. As a director at Warners Brothers and 
the creator of Bugs Bunny, Pepe le Pew (the amorous little skunk), and 
other folk-characters with philosophical funny-bones, he has endeared 
himself to all of America, largely anonymously. 

As the most ingratiating of square dance emcees, and the author of a 
truly literate and thoughtful magazine column on life and dancing that 
is also very funny, he has endeared himself to all square dancers, not 
anonymously at all. Greetings, Chuck — here’s the mike! 

GRAND ENTRANCE:

Good American square dance parties have always started with a Grand

for you to be able to study it carefully, the Sicilian Circle, one of Ameri¬ 
ca’s oldest and best-loved dances, will be done by a small fraction of the 
cast.

TWO OLD ENGLISH SQUARE DANCES 

Danced by the Sherwood Folk and Square Dance Club of Denver, Colora¬ 
do, representing the Denver area. 

Leader: Fay Ferree 

Costuming: Drusilla Ferree and Nancy Crippen 

1. Dull Sir John 

This is a true square dance, taken from the earliest source in which 
dances of this kind have been described in print — “Playford’s English 
Dancing Master,” published in London in 1650. There it is labelled 
“Square Dance for Eight.” It is of necessity at least 309 years old, and 
is typical of the English country dance that must have been brought to 
and danced in American colonies in the 17th century. Please notice how 
many “modern” figures are in it. You will see a “split the ring,” a 
“Dixie chain” (look, ma, no hands!), a very interesting “cast-off,” and 
what is plainly the ancestor of “half square through.” 

2. Newcastle 

This dance has less of the quality of a quadrille and more of the circu¬ 
lar, free-flowing movement of the great Texas and Western squares. 
You will see another “split-the-sides” figure, a “double elbow,” and a 
very clever variation of “bend the line.” Also notice the familiar “pas 
de bas” making its first appearance. 

Music: As published in Playford’s “English Dancing Master” edition 
of 1650. 

EARLY AMERICAN SQUARE DANCES FROM THE APPALACHIAN 
MOUNTAINS 

Presented by the Buckskin Beaus and Belles of Lexington, Kentucky, 
representing the State of Kentucky. 

Leader: Carl M. Clark 
Music: Mrs. Carl M. Clark 
Costumes: Mrs. C. D. Dixson 

The great dance of the Appalachian Mountain area has been beautifully 
and lovingly preserved, and danced, by dedicated groups in Kentucky. 
Here you will find almost the entire background of the present American 
square dance. The various sets, in costumes of different periods, will pre¬ 
sent, simultaneously, several facets of this background: 

Phase A — THE SQUARE. Early Kentucky Pioneer Dances 

1. 1750 Early Quadrille — Cumberland Square or Yorkshire Square 
Eight. In this dance you will see how the ruggedness of pioneer 
life simplified and altered the English country dances you have just 
witnessed. 

2. 1775-1825 Kentucky Running Set 

Carl Clark says, “Out of the great cotton gin prosperity period . . . 
came an influence on the square dance styles—namely, the jig step 
as done by colored folks on the big plantations. This was added to 
the square by the Appalachian people.” 

3. 1840 Country Hoedown—Applachian patterns with the addition of 
the hoedown step. 

4. 1850 Square - Kentucky Style. The dance here takes on more of the 
character leading to the western style. 
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Phase B — THE “BIG SET” 

Square dancing in one big circle, origin about 1825-1850. Still danced 
frequently in the Appalachian area. Also until recently in Texas and 
other parts of the south. 

Music: Phase A — “Boil the Cabbage Down” 

Phase B — “Ragtime Annie” 

EARLY AMERICAN ROUND DANCE 

The Minuet — Danced by Dena and Elwyn Fresh of Wichita, Kansas, 
representing a Flag with thirteen stars. 

When we think of the social life of George Washington, we usually think 
of a “minuet.” So we have chosen this dance to represent the couple 
dances of this early period. The minuet at this time was a ballroom dance, 
not a “folk” dance, and was a common accompaniment of the formal 
quadrilles and contras of the late 18th century. It is a typical ancestor of 
our modern “round dancers’ rounds.” It has here been greatly simplified 
into something that a modern round dancer can do, but the original 
steps that came from Europe were as difficult as ballet dancing and re¬ 
quired the constant attention of a dancing master. This minuet is a cross 
between that elegant dance and the completely “folk-ized” “Oxford Min¬ 
uet” that you will see later in the program. It preceded the waltz, but is, 
of course, in waltz time. It is a truly glamorous two minutes.

THE GREAT AMERICAN CONTRA DANCE 

Presented by Square dancers from many parts of the country. 

Prompter: Bob Brundage of Danbury, Connecticut. 

Chairman: Ed Bradley of Laramie, Wyoming 

Assisted by: Louis and Ovie Lutz and Frances Bradley 

Pilot Set: Wyoming Contra Cousins representing “Hoedowners” and 

“Fiddle and Bow” Clubs of Laramie 

The contra, or “contry,” or “longways” dance, usually thought of in con¬ 
nection with the New England States, is really universal in this country 
and has been danced continuously from some time around the turn of the 
18th century. Any program of squares and rounds from the 19th century 
will contain several “longways” dances. “Contrys” came in from the Brit¬ 
ish Isles with the very first settlers, and we are indebted to Scotland for 
some of the best ones. They are probably our greatest dance and of all 
members of the square dance family they are probably the most fun. 
Watch for practically all of the current square dance figures in the med¬ 
ley of simple contras that this group will dance. The “modern” pattern is 
greatly indebted to the contra and the quadrille, while the “western 
dance” and the “singing call” are indebted to the country square of the 
Appalachian area. Instead of doing some very complicated contras that 
might be very beautiful, the group will do several very simple dances 
that any square dancer could learn very quickly, and which are equally 
beautiful. The probable selection: Canadian Breakdown, British Sorrow, 
Petronella and Fairfield Fancy. 

Music: “Cumberland Reel,” “The Crooked Stovepipe,” “Paddy on the 
Turnpike,” “Petronella,” “The Duke of Perth.”

Like the Appalachian Mountains, Alta California, separated from the rest 
of the country, as it was, by high mountains and unsettled space, remain¬ 
ed isolated long enough for the music and dances that came in with the 
colonists from Spain and Mexico to become adapted to their new environ¬ 
ment. The grace and beauty of these dances flavored strongly by the 
court dances of Europe and South America, was a tremendous influence 
on the kind and quality of dancing done along the Pacific coast. The San¬ 
ta Barbara Contradanza is a true contra dance done in % time and danced 
with a waltz step. It is done in two opposing lines with the dancers work¬ 
ing in groups of two couples. In spite of its elegance, all of the figures 
are common to the square dance. 

Waltz Jota is danced in two lines Inat open out into a ring. Although it is 
in % time, it is danced with a quick “two-step waltz.” Watch again for 
familiar figures.

DANCES OF THE MORMON MIGRATION 1846 

Presented by “Whitney’s Whirlers” and “Forward Eights,” representing 
the State of Utah

The Voice of Brigham Young 
THE MONTIBELLO QUADRILLE 
THE RYE WALTZ 

Exit music—“Come, Come, Ye Saints” 

No single group did a better job of carrying the culture and folk arts of 
America across pioneer country and beyond the Rocky Mountains than 
the Mormon settlers of the mld-19th century. By that time, the plain 
quadrilles that had come in some 75 years before from England, France 
and Canada, were well established in the valleys of the Ohio and the Mis¬ 
sissippi and the settlers carried these to the valley of the Great Salt 
Lake, dancing them along the way. Mormons are a dancing people and 
often, after weary days of foot-travel, the voice of Brigham Young could 
be heard, bidding them to set their toil aside and rejoice in dancing. It is 
a brief bit of such an evening that is portrayed here. 

The Montibello Quadrille is a plain quadrille that has been danced in the 
Salt Lake area for as long as anyone can remember. Please notice how 
much the pattern resembles some modern singing calls. 

The Bye Waltz is the most beloved of all the old American rounds, and 
has been danced for generations in all parts of the country. 

Music: Traditional tunes, recorded for this performance. 

THE LANCERS QUADRILLE c. 1859 
The Royal Lancers 

Danced by the “Aggie Haylofters” of Colorado State University at Fort 
Collins, Colorado, representing the college square dance clubs of U. S. 
Off-Campus Advisors: Jo and Lafi Miller of Fort Collins, Colorado 
The “Lancers” was a true quadrille, done very precisely, with a military 
flavor. It is a very old dance, traceable as far back as 1817 in Dublin, but 
it seems to have become wildly popular during the Crimean War and aft¬ 
er our Civil War, so that we often think of it as being done in uniform. In 
the latter half of the 19th century, it spread like wildfire across the U. S. 
A “Royal” is any square dance that is doubled—danced by two sets work¬ 
ing the same area but independently of each other. (This is recommend¬ 
ed as a great space-saver on the floor. Try it some time when you have 
thirty sets on a twenty-set floor). The “Royal Lancers” almost always 
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meant the “Standard Lancers,” doubled. This quadrille has been shortened 
by omitting the repeats, and another lancers figure, the great “Grand 
Square,” has been interposed during part five, as it is the only lancers 
figure widely danced today. 

Music: “Lancers “Oriental.” 

ANCESTORS OP MODERN AMERICAN WALTZING c. 1860 
The Landler 

Danced by Folk Dancers from various parts of the United States 
National Leader: Vyts Beliajus of San Clemente, California 
Pilot Group: The Sherwood Dancers led by Pay Perree 
The Landler was one of the first waltzes. It is faster than our standard 
waltz, using a quick, short step. It was a dance of the people, not the ball¬ 
room. Not only did it greatly influence our American rounds, as you will 
see if you will try to count the figures that you can recognize from popu¬ 
lar rounds of the past five years, but also, it is still widely danced in this 
country for its own sake. 

Music: “Hoffbrau Haus Landler” 

The Viennese Waltz 

Danced by round dancers from various parts of the United States — 
Minnesota, Texas, Colorado, Kansas, etc. 

National Chairmen: Loraine and Norman Viken of Minneapolis, Minn. 
This is the most beautiful and most beloved of all couple dances. And 
also, the most fun. It turned up in Vienna about a century ago, and was 
originally not a ballroom dance, but a fun dance. The group of composers 
that centered around the three great Strausses made such wonderful 
music for it that it became fantastically popular. It contains all the fig¬ 
ures you know in modern pattern waltzes—single, double and triple 
twirls, twinkles, grapevines, dips and pivots; but the dancer improvises 
his own routine. Because it is so fast (average 60 measures to the min¬ 
ute) you will notice that many of the dancers reduce the step-step-close 
to a mere step-touch. It has always been an American favorite.

THE GREAT QUADRILLE PERIOD c. 1850-1890 
Mazurka Quadrille 

Danced by Kansas State Round Dance Association, representing the State 
of Kansas 

Leaders: Dena and Elwyn Fresh 
Dance arranged by Dena Fresh 

During the second half of the 19th century the country was quadrille- 
mad, and teachers were just as intemperate as square dance callers are 
today about turning out new ones. Every popular new tune had a new 
quadrille composed for it, all very much alike and mostly very common¬ 
place. However, some of the quadrilles in % time were very beautiful in¬ 
deed and a group that could do them well was the dancing master’s pride 
and joy. Such must have been the “Mazurka Quadrille” the music for 
which we found in an old, old book. Several different cities in Kansas 
have furnished the square and round dancers who are doing this beautiful 
quadrille, and they have been joined by one set from the St. Louis area, 
all of whom are members of the Kansas Association. Study the little ma¬ 
zurka step. It is just like the varsouvianna.

A great treasure of steps and figures has oozed across the border into 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona. They influenced the round dances of the 
western part of the U.S., and the exquisite little “chicken” two-step that 
used to be used in Texas by square dancers probably sneaked across the 
border. These dances are still danced in New Mexico, so the dancers wear 
modern Mexican costumes. Prom such a varsouvianna as Mascando 
Chiquite came the “Little Foot” of the southwest. It is interesting that 
the Mexican heritage retained the waltz chorus in the varsouvianna, 
while in most parts of the country it has long since been dropped.

THE OKLAHOMA PLAY PARTY c. 1890 

Presented by Square dancers from the Oklahoma City and Tulsa area, 
representing the State of Oklahoma 
Chairman: Guy Gentry of Oklahoma City 

Assisted by Earl Hunter of Oklahoma City and Leonard Lee of Tulsa 
One of the great folk phenomena of the end of the 19th century was the 
Play Party, or Jutang. This was sort of a cross between a square dance 
and a games party and has a fascinating history throughout Illinois, In¬ 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri and Oklahoma. In most cases instrumental 
music, especially fiddle music, was frowned upon as wicked, so there was 
none, the accompaniment being furnished by the singing, clapping and 
stomping of the dancers. The songs and tunes go deep into the back¬ 
ground of the English-speaking people. Many of the songs you will find 
in your Mother Goose Book, and the tunes are hair-raising. The Okla¬ 
homa group has had available the memories of persons who can still re¬ 
call attending these parties, where spirits were boisterous, but drinking 
was not acceptable, and high moral standards were maintained. The pat¬ 
terns of the games are our own square dance patterns, and these extra¬ 
ordinary gatherings certainly saved the precious running and quadriile 
figures during a period when they would otherwise have perished. The 
Oklahoma group has worked hard to present, in a few minutes, a tiny, 
authentic scrap of a Jutang party. 

THREE IMPORTANT GROUPS THAT SPARKED THE CURRENT RE¬ 
VIVAL 

By 1920, square dancing had all but died in the United States. Small 
groups, mostly in the country, carried on, with increasingly poor mem¬ 
ories and increasingly reduced repertoires, but it was a lost folk art. Dur¬ 
ing the next twenty years, several widely scattered groups, under far- 
seeing individual leadership, set about reviving this great recreation. 
Thanks to widely disseminated material and exhibitions, they succeeded 
in showing the American people what their traditional folk dance looked 
like. Among the most important were the following: 

THE HENRY FORD DANCERS 1925-1959 

Presented by Square dancers from the Dearborn and Detroit areas 
Directed and prompted by A. T. Hards of Dearborn, Michigan, present 
director of the Henry Ford Dancers. 

Sponsored by Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield Village 
From 1925 to 1934, Mr. and Mrs. Henry Ford instigated and financed the 
building of a very fine dance hall at Greenfield Village in Dearborn, and 
the employment of a most remarkable dancing master in the person of 
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Mr. Benjamin Lovett. They also published a very fine book, “Good Morn¬ 
ing,” containing instructions, diagrams and music for many of the best 
and most valuable quadrilles, rounds and contras of the Great Lakes area. 
Groups have danced these dances ever since at beautiful Lovett Hall, 
where Mr. A1 Hards, who was formerly Mr. Lovett’s assistant, now di¬ 
rects them. Incidentally, Mr. Hards is also a modern square dance caller, 
and his oldest club goes back to 1932. The Greenfield Village dancers hold 
a Cotillion each spring, in formal dress. 

The Henry Ford Dancers will dance the famous SINGING QUADRILLES 
with the hit-parade tunes of two generations ago, and a medley of rounds, 
including the VARSOUVIANNA, the FIVE-STEP SCHOTTISCHE, and 
the OXFORD MINUET. The Five-Step Schottische was once the test of 
a good round dancer, although it is certainly not ver.v difficult. And don’t 
fail to compare the Oxford Minuet with the one you saw earlier in the 
program.

HERB GREGGERSON’S BLUEBONNET SET 1937-1947

The great exhibition square trained by Herb and Pauline Greggerson of 
El Paso, Texas, grew out of the very best tradition of Western square 
dancing. With their exquisite (and home-made) costumes, their devoted 
attention to the traditional two-stepped pattern, and the great traditional 
figures, and with Herb’s fine and un-studied calling, they did a beautiful 
job of showing thousands of people how square dancers should look and 
act, just at a time when thousands of new square dancers did not really 
know. Their biggest engagement was at the World’s Fair in New York 
in 1940, but in many lesser appearances this lovely group and their leader 
made a contribution that can not be overestimated. 

The “New” Bluebonnet set will dance SASHAY OUT, called by Herb 
Greggerson — The Bluebonnet medley of TEXAS SCHOTTISCHES.

THE CHEYENNE MOUNTAIN DANCERS 1934-1951 

Presented by the “Calico and Boots” Club of the University of Colorado 
at Boulder, representing the State of Colorado 
Caller and Director: Robert Lee Cook, Boulder, Colo. — Cheyenne Moun¬ 
tain Dancers Exhibition Team, 1940-1941 
This lovely group of high school students from Cheyenne Mountain 
School near Colorado Springs had been doing international folk dances, 
including American quadrilles and contras, for many years before their 
superintendent and teacher, Lloyd Shaw, finally succeeded in digging up 
the old Western American square dance. In 1934 Dr. Shaw plunged whole¬ 
heartedly into the square dance and developed an incomparable exhibition 
team, which continued until he left Cheyenne Mountain School in 1951. 
In their many tours they covered 45 states, bringing to all observers the 
American dance at its most beautiful and joyous. Dancing chiefly in 
schools and colleges and for important civic groups, and demonstrating 
and assisting in Dr. Shaw’s workshops, they attracted, along with their 
eloquent, gifted and devoted teacher and caller, the best sort of leader¬ 
ship for the revival that was to come—a leadership dedicated to a clean 
and friendly folk activity. 

The dancers will present one of “Pappy’s” great square dance medleys, 
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including some of his own breaks, and a group of his favorite old rounds: 
BLACKHAWK WALTZ; LACES AND GRACES; THE GLOWWORM 
GAVOTTE — all cued by Lloyd Shaw.

AMERICAN DANCES AT WORLD’S FAIR IN BRUSSELS 1958 

Danced by the dancers who participated in that event, representing the 
United States of America 

Chairmen: Harold and Thelma Deane, who were instrumental in starting 
American square dancing among our nationals abroad. 

Callers: Those that participated at Brussels •— Joe O’Leary, Cal Golden, 
Betty Casey; also Pete Samsom of England. 

During the summer of 1958, in a spontaneous and purely amateur gesture 
of goodwill, square dancers and callers stationed in western Europe pre¬ 
sented to the rest of the world at the World’s Pair the American dance at 
its natural best. It was as if they said to the old world, “ Here is what we 
have made out of all those ingredients we brought over from this conti¬ 
nent so many years ago. We should like to give it back to you in its new 
arrangement.” At the end of the dance Joe O’Leary drew the bystanders 
from many nations into the dance and called for them in his best Texas 
French. For a few minutes the Overseas Group will duplicate a scrap of 
this ceremony of fellowship.
